TO THE DIRECTOR OF THE PATENT AND TRADEMARK OFFICE: 

The following is in response to a Restriction Requirement mailed November 7, 2007, in 
which the Examiner restricted the above-identified patent application. The Examiner indicates that 
there are two groups of patentably distinct inventions defined by the claims in this application, as 
follows: 

Group I: Claims 19-20, 23-38, and 44-45, drawn to an apparatus for analyzing wood 
pulp fiber, classified in class 422, subclass 82.08; and 

Group II: Claims 39-43, drawn to a method for analyzing wood pulp fibers, classified 
in class 436, subclass 164. 

The Examiner asserts that the apparatus of Group I can be used to analyze fluorescent slurries 
other than wood pulp fibers, the apparatus of Group I can be used to implement methods of analyzing 
fluorescent slurries other than those encompassed in Group II, thus the inventions are distinct. 

The Examiner further asserts that the claims of Group I are directed to two different species. 
Claim 37 encompasses an analyzer configured to calculate kink and curl indexes (i.e., Species I), and 
Claim 38 encompasses an analyzer configured to identify endpoints (i.e., Species II). The Examiner 
has recognized that Claim 36 is generic to both Species. 
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Election of Group 

In response to this Restriction, applicants hereby affirmatively elect the claims of Group I 
(i.e., Claims 19-20, 23-38, and 44-45), without traverse, subject to applicants' right to file one or 
more divisional applications directed to the non-elected inventions. 
Election of Species 

In response to this Restriction, applicants hereby affirmatively elect Species I (i.e., an 
analyzer configured to calculate kink and curl indexes, as recited in Claim 37), without traverse. 
This election is also subject to applicants' right to file one or more divisional applications directed to 
the non-elected species, should no generic claim be allowed. 
Listing of Claims that Read on the Specific Embodiment 

The claims that read on Species I are Claims 19-20, 23-37, and 44.
